First view of st. pbtersbubo. — Noth- 
ing of the same nature can be so imposing 
as the first view of St. Petersburg. Tae 
appro ich (from Friedland) is througj a wild 
and desert trick; nor is the city, owing to 
its low situation, visible at a distance, thare 
are neither country seats, nor gardens, in 
the fiuxbourg, to announce the proximity ot 
a large town. With one exception, the 
steeples are not sufiiciently high to be seen 
at a distance. The entrance is under an 
unostentatious wooden barrier — and lor a 
mile, the traveller drives through a street 
formed of small wooden houses. Turning a 
sharp angle, he finds himself on a bridge 
consider ibly larger than that of Waterloo 
in the >'tr md. The river rolls its blue wa- 
ters as if with conscious dignity on eitiier 
side. Before him are the Admiralty, with 
a rich golden spire, the winter palace of the 
Emperor, the hermitage, a marble pal ice, 
and a succession of buildings, extending 
along the whole length of the granite quay, 
each of which might be a royal residence. 
This facade, the opposite fortress with its 
solid w ills md massive buttresses, the float- 
ing brdges, and the summer gardens, front- 
ed by a magnificent iron palisade with flit- 
tering top, from a'coup d’ceil surpassing 
every thing of the s ime sort in Europe.

| ’Hie steady efforts of his Majesty’s 
Government have hitherto been fortu- 
nately successful in the accomplishment 
of both these ends; and w hile Europe, 
during the last five years, has passed 
through a crisis of extraordinary haz- 
ard without any disturbance of the gen- 
jeral peace, his Majesty’s Government 
has the satisfaction of thinking, lhat it 
has on more than one occasion been in- 
strumental in reconciling differences, 
which might otherwise have led toquar- 
rels, and in emanating union between 
friendly Powers. 

But if ever there could ' e an occasion 
on which it would he painful to B i ish 
Government to see the relations of am ty 
broken < ff between two friendly Slates, 
that occasion is undoubtedly the present, 
when a rupture is apprehended bet ween 
two great Powers, with both of which 
Great Britain is united hy the closet 
lies; with one of which she is engaged 
in active, alliance; with the other of 
which she is joined liy community of in- 
terest and In the bonds of kindred. 

Nor would the grounds of difference 
on the present occasion reconcile the 
friends and well-wishers of the differing 
parties to the misfortune of an open rup- 
ture hoi ween them. 

When the conflicting interests of two 
nations are so opposed on a particular 
question ns to admit of no possible com 
promise, the sword max be required to 
cut the knot which reason is unable to 
untie. 

When passions have been so excited on 
bo h sides that no common standard of 
justice can be found, and what one part\ 
insists on as a right the other denounces 
as a wrong, prejudice may become too 
headstrong to yield to ihe voice of equity, 
and. those who can agri-eon nothing else 
may consent to abide the fate of arms, 
and to allow that the party which shall 
prove the weakest in the war, shall be 
deemed to have been wrong in the dis- 
pute. 

• But in the pres -nt case there is no 
q lestion of national interest at issue be- 
tween France and the United States. — 
In the present case there is no demand of 
just i e made by one party, and denied by 
ihe other. 'The dispu ed claims of A- 
nierica on France, which were founded 
upon transactions in the early part, ofthe- 
present century, und were for many] 
years in litigation, have at length been | 
establish'd by mutual consent, anil are 
admitted by a treaty concluded between 
the two Governments.

The following message was received 
from the Pi esiderit of the United Slates 
by Mr. Donelson, h is Secretary; which 
was read. 

To Ihe Senate and hTau.se of Representatives : 

I transmit, herewith, to Congress, cop 
ies of the correspondence between the 
I Secretary of Slate, and the Charge 
d’Affaires of Ins Brtlanic M jestv, rela- 
tive to the mediation of Great Britain in 
onr disagreement with France, and to 
the determination of the French Gov- 
ernment to execute the treaty of indem- 
nification, without further delay, on the 
application for pay ment by the agent of 
the United Stales. 

The grounds upon w hich the media- 
tion was accepted « ill be found fully de- 
veloped in the correspondence. On the 
part of France the mediation had been 
publicly accepted before the offer of it 
con d he reci ived here. Whilst each of 
the two Governments has thus discovered 
a just solici ude to resort to all honora- 
ble means of adjusting amicably the 
controversy between them, it is a mat- 
ter of congratulation that the mediation 
has been rendered unnecessary. Under 
such circumstnni es the anlicipa'i'in may 
be confidently indulged that thedisagree- 
nfent betwuen the Uni ed States anil 
France will not have produced more than 
a temporary estrange-i ent. Tim heal- 
ing effects of time, a just considerati >n 
ot the powerful motives fi>r a cordial 
good understanding lie. ween the two 
nations, the strong inducements each 
lias to respect and esteem the other, w ill 
no doubt soon ob iler.te front their re- 
membrance aM traces of that disagree- 
ment. 

Of the elevated and disinterested part 
the Government of Great B Haiti has 
acted, and was prepared t-> act, 1 have 
already had occasion to express mv 
high sense.

Another friend lias drawn out a com- 
parative view of the situation of the 
Town and of the City, to which we in- 
vite the attention of our citv readers. 

The four mammoths Who'll issue week-

We beg pardon of the Intelligencer, 
which promises, that in their men time, 
they will give the informal ion; but we 
much suspect that time will be when 
Mr. Clay shall make the exposition a- 
gainst Mr. Adams, relative to the Ghent 
treaty. 

We, however, feel some gratification at 
the annunciation of the Imeliigencer, 
that the changes in the charter werq suf- 
ficiently knmyn to the citizens; because 
the Gazette Was the onlv channel thro’ 
which that knowledge could have been 
obtained.

Was it in one 
individual having to pay §3 53 costs, 
when he whole o' the debl sued forandl 
recovered was only 12i cents? Was it } 
in inflicting three fines of ten dollars 
each on a poor turnpiker, for having 
been cheated to drink in bis beer a por- 
tion of ihe tincture of Cantharides, 
which caused him to behave somewhat 
amiss in the city, an I is it to be found in 
he exercise of a tyrannical power of 
sending to your city penitentiary, ihe 
poor man, whose whole offence may have 
been that lie did not attend punctually in 
the Mayor’s court ns a witness or juror; 
because he could not pay his fine and 
costs ? 

The charter authorizes the clerk and 
marshal to tax the same costs in the city 
court, which are paid in the circuit court. 
Trie consequences which might have 
been foreseen, have followed. Enor- 
mous comparative expense attends the lit 
igation in the city court, and everv vin-
